Burford, speaking for the entire su­ 
preme bench, that the publication of 
the election call places President Mur­ 
ray and the election officials in con­ 
tempt of the very

injunction 
which the convention attorneys are 
now s e e in g to be relieved from. 
The Statement by Chief Justice Bur­ 
ford carries with it the implication 
that the convention attorneys are not 
acting In good faith by perm uting the 
continued 
publication 
of 
Murray's 
election call and at the same time 
working in court for the dissolution 
of the injunction, issued several weeks 
ago by Justice Pancoast. 
The supreme court today set June 
25 as the date when the court will an­ 
nounce Its decision in the constitu­ 
tional 
convention 
injunction 
cases. 
This is somewhat later than the con­ 
vention attorneys had figured on get­ 
ting a decision, it being believed by 


within ten days or perhaps sooner. 
It was in setting this date that 
Chief Justice Burford made the an­ 
nouncement regarding M urray’s elec­ 
tion proclamation, and added that if 
no decision is handed down on that 
date it will be because of contempt 
of court by President Murray in con­ 
tinuing the publication of his call. 
Delegate W. A. Ledbetter of Ard­ 
more spoke for the convention attor­ 
neys in answering the courts announc- 
ment, and in substance stated that he 
was sorry that President Murray had 
taken this course, and his promise 
was given that the publication of the 
Murray proclamation would cease 
aNo further action of the supreme 
court was takeu today in the consti­ 
tutional convention cases. 
It has been suggested on several oc­ 
casions, that it was the intention to 
have the publication of M urray’s proc­ 
lamation continued for sixty days re­ 
quired under the Oklahoma election 
laws, and hold it a legal call in case 
the Oklahoma supreme court should 
hold perm anent the Pancoast decis­ 
ion and to call it off in case the 
court should dissolve the Pancoast 
injunction.

the island of Pharos, at the entrance 
of the harbor of Alexandria, and Is 
said to have been constructed about 
300 years before the Christian era by 
Sostratus Cnidius, and was dedicated 
to the "Gods protectors of the safe­ 
guard of sailors.” 
The height of the 
original tower Is given as 450 feet, 
but Josephus writes that the light was 
visible at a distance of 
about 
34 
miles. 
This would have necessitated 
a height of about 550 feet.

During tile last four years of Lin­ 
colns all too brief public career, oven 
until the day before his tragic ending, 
th** writer was most fortunate in be­ 
ing able to se** him and talk with him 
daily, and 
usually several times a 
d ay ; for he visited the war depart­ 
ment telegraph office regularly, morn­ 
ing. afternoon and evening, to receive 
the latest news from the trout 
His 
I tall, homely form could be seen eross- 
I ing the well shaded lawn between tho 
j White House and the war department 
with unvaried regularity. 
In cool weather he invariably wore 
a gray plaid shawl thrown over his 
shoulders in 
careless 
fashion, and, 
upon entering the telegraph office, he 
would a lw a y s hang this shawl over tho 
top of the high screen door opening 
into Secretary Stanton’s room, adjoin­ 
ing. 
This door was nearly always 
open. 
He seldom faibd to come over 
late iu tin* evening before retiring, and 
when returning to the White House 
after dark he was frequently accom­ 
panied by Maj. Eckert, our chief, and 
nearly always by a small guard of sol* 
diers. Ile sometimes protested against 
this latter precaution as unnecessary, 
but Secretary Stanton’s orders to the 
guard were imperative.

ment. 


But the real monarch of Ihe palace 


kitchen, the "chief cook," as he is 
Vlflclully styled In good old Anglo- 
Saxon, is not subject to the vicissi- 
tudes of politics. Whatever party Is in 
power he continues to hold his job at 
his majesty's pleasure, which Is just 
as long as he contrives to satisfy his 
majehtj's hlglMy cultivated epicurean 
tastes 


This is a matter which really affects 


the kiiin more closelj than a change 
of administration, for whether the lib- 
erals or ihe conservatives are In a ma- 
jority, he can exercise very little con- 
trol over tile government. 


The august functionary who minis- 


ters lo the royal appetite is M Juste 
Menager, a native of the land of good 
jooks. and something over 40 years of 
ise. He gets $10.000 a year, which Is 
$500' more than Is paid the first nea 
lord of Ihe admiralty, the famous Sir 
•Jackie" Klsher, who piactically runs 
the Hritish -;avy. 


M Manager has an easy billet. He Is 


paid his big salary not no much for 
what h« actually does, as for knowing 
how lo do it.

pected to produce three masterpieces 
In one day. With the breakfast of the 
kine. which Is always a modest meal 
he does not concern himself. He Is 
not required to sleep under his maR 
ler's roof like most of the royal me 
nlals. but llv^B in a private residence 
H short distance from Buckingham pal 
ace.

And so far 
as fame Is, concerned, aa the king's 
chef he enjoys a far greater measure 
of It than Is bestowed on any figure- 
head functionary. Besides abundance 
of leisure Is allowed him In which to 
cultivate his own pet hobbies or seek 
gastronomic Inspiration.

(he Island of Pharos, at. the entrance 
of the harbor of Alexandria, and la 
satd to have been constructed about 
300 years before the Christian era by 
Snstratus Cnldhis, and waa dedicated 
to the "Gods protectors of the safe 
guard of sailors."

original tower is given as 450 feet 
but Josephua writes that the Hcjht was 
visible at a distance of ' about « 34 
miles.
